A handbill has been circulated, 
built mound records provided by 
State Treasurer Thelma Stovall, 
charging tha Hughes had been 
a paid employee of the Depart- 
ment ot Revenue f nearly three

"The report contains a falsity. 
I wasn't in school the full 111 
months a year as the report list- 
ed. Tl.e report <aid I had been x 
full time student for 12 full 
months. Actually I had been a 
student during the tall and 
spring semesters, and didn't at- 
tend summer school. 

“So the report is false in that 
re pect. considering that there 
are three three month periods in 
which I was working full time 
arid not attending school." 

Hughes is com rned about the 
damage this report and handbill, 
especially the way it was pre- 
sented. will have on his future in 
the field of law. 

In commenting on the hand- 
bill. Hughes said. If the-e peo- 
ple are so proud of this piece ot 
literature. I can't understand why 
those who provided the informa- 
tion for it prepared the handbill 
didn't have the courage to sign 



I'nder the heading of “Is This 
Payroll Padding?" t lit* handbill 
listed uninterrupted monlhl > 
payments to Hughes, beginning 
in June. 19(10, and running 
through April. 1962. 

The salary paid Hughes for the 
three years was itemized in the 
handbill by months and came to 
a total of Sll.769.-15. 

The handbill also stated: 

"L. T. Hughes is Lowell Hughes 
of Prestonsburg. Floyd C nnty. 
son of J. T. Hughes, owner and 
operator of Hughe- ?.Iotor Co.. 
Cadillac dealer in Prestonsburg. 
a friend and supporter of the 
C mbs Administration, and is the 
son-in-law of A. M. Howard of 
Howard Wholesale. Allen. Ken- 
tucky. 

"The records of the University 
of Kentucky show that Lowell 
was a full-time law student dur- 
ing all that period set out and 
the Department of Revenue had 
him iist'-d on its payroll a> field 
representative.
